Corn-Hog Ratio Is Around Ten to One 


With corn so high, .the 
average 


feeder is probably not realizing 
as 


high ;i margin of profit on hogs as 
has been the average for the past 
10 years. Rural economists at 
the 


Ohio State University have reports 
from ]!l Greene County farms which 
show that on the average it takes 
about 7 ]-2 bushels of corn, in addi- 
tion to other concentrates and pas- 
ture, to produce 100 pounds of pork. 


Back in ]!»iil, with corn down to 


4.'! cents a Imshtl. it cost these same 
farmers S7.37 to make 100 pounds of 
pork. 
Today, with corn selling at 73 


cents or more a bushel, at least ?2 a 
hundred is added to (his cost, is the 
opinion of R. F. Tabcr, farm manage- 
ment, extension specialist. 


Profit in hogs depends largely on 


the relation of corn mid pork prices, 
he continues. The average corn-hog 
ratio for t.iie past 10 yours has been 
such as let 100 pounds of pork pay 
for 11 1-4 bushels of corn. 
Today 


100 pounds of pork buys 
about 
a 


bushel less than this average. 


Hog prices move in cycles. 
They 


generally arc high in April nnd May 
low in June, high in July. August and 
September, and low through 
late 


October nnd the winter months. A 
big corn crop in 15121 and 1022, with 
a large hold-over into 192?,. accounts, 
Mr. Tabor thinks, for the corn-hog 
ratio being maintained as long as it 
was. 
He adds. too. that an increased 


public demand for pork helps explain 
why n profitable ratio has been main- 
tained over an unusually long period.
